Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Examiner Sisson noted that while a definition of the expression "molecular motor" is found at page 7 of the disclosure, 
the definition is not closed. It was agreed that claim 1 , step a) would be amended such that "the molecular motor 
»is« a biological or synthetic molecule." 

It was agreed that claim 1 , step e) would be clarified to indicate that the series of molecular motors is coupled to a solid 
support. 

It was agreed that in claim 1 , step h), line 3, the indefinite article "a" would be deleted. 

It was agreed that claim 1 step h) would be amended so to reflect that the molecular motor is coupled to a solid support 
and that the light being detected and correlated with the presence of a target nucleic acid is that which originates from 
the metal nanorod. To the degree that claim 1 0 parallels claim 1 , similar amendments would be made in proposed new 
Claim 10. 

Agreement was reached that in claim 1 , step f) and in claim 10, step (f), the term "metal nanorod" would be inserted 
before "detection probe." 

Agreement was reached that claim 1 0, step (h), would be amended so to refer to »microscopically detecting 
translational or rotational movement of the at least one molecular motor coupled to a solid support« and to delete the 
clause "by using microscopy for observing the detection probe rotating." 

Proposed claim 1 1 was discussed. Examiner Sisson noted that the claim sets forth a Markush group of "microscopy 
technique[s]," and that one of the techniques appears to be "attaching a fluorescent label on a non-rotating part of the 
molecular motor." Examiner Sisson expressed concern that this species does not appear to be any form of a 
microscopy technique as no actual viewing is required. The aspect of claim 1 1 specifying use of FRET, and that the 
reactants for FRET have not been previously brought into the claim, may well raise an issue of enablement and 
operability. Agreement was reached that proposed new claim 13 would also be amended to the extent that its 
language corresponds to that of an amended proposed new claim 1 1 . 

The aspect of claim 12 further limiting claim 10 was discussed. 

It was agreed to reconvene in one week's time to discuss a third round of proposed claim amendments.
